He goes to school, and oftentimes 
pays more attention to athletics than 
to his subjects, although not as much 
of this is true now as formerly, when 
strict roles were not enforced as to 
study Btaadarda. The fraahmaB ftirgets 
the old college saying. "Sport for sport's 
sake,'' and plays simply for a reputa- 
tion, to be in greater demand when he 
is through school and wants a position 
as a coach.

Athletic sporU 
come at different seasons of the year, 
theraftne bet tew of the coaehea are 
engaged for tha season. The baseball 
player has his winter, when there la 
noihiiigdoing. It is plain to be seen that 
the off seajon spoils the extra earned ] 
during the busy season. i 
Of course there are exceptions to 
this rule. I am considering the gen- 
eral ran of the professionals — the j 
men who depend only on the money 
earned during tha athletic seaaon. j 
Then comes the end — the much , 
dreaded but iiu-vitable end of the j 
man's career as a profesbional athlete.

Fruit for preserving in any form 
should be fresh-picked, or gathered, 
and slightly under-ripe. Such fruit 
wsores more perfect shape la the fin- 
ished product and eliminates the pos- 
sibility of fermented fruit or the loss 
of pprtln or Jelly-raaklng property. 

HandU' soft fruit (peaches, bcrrlps, 
etc.) as little as possible. If it is to 
be canned In Jars, pat It into the Jars, 
at once, on halllac or oClMrwlse pre- 
parlBK it 

If berries mast be washed, pat 
them, a few at a time. Into a colander, 
pour cold water over them and tnra 
at ()nrt> upon a larfa slere to drsln. 
then hull. 

Large hard fruit, as apples, pears, 
and Quinces, should be waahed and 
wiped dry before parlac. 

Cut apples and other hard trait, for 
Jelly, Into quarters, removing all 
wormy places or llTlp^^rfection8. Re- 
tain the skin and cori's. The cores of 
quinces should be discarded, as the 
excess of gummy properties does not 
Improve Jelly. 

i Use a silver-plated knife to pare 
fruit. Peaches, soft pears, plums and 

j tomatoes, set into a wire basket (fry- 
ing baslcet) nuiy bo plunged Into a 
saucepan of boiling; water; after three 
or four minutes remove to a kettle of 
cold water for the same time, when 
the fruit may be quickly and easily 
peeled. This method of peeling Is ad- 
missible when a large quantity of 
fruit is to be put up, but it is thought 
o detract somewhat from the flavor.
